FAMILY RUN BUSINESS ~ 10 YEARS IN THE VILLAGE 
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REPORT BY COUNTY COUNCILLOR JOHN 
REYNOLDS 


HOUSEHOLD WASTE RECYCLING 


There has been a reduction of around 10% compared 
to the previous year in the volume of waste being 
taken to HWRC’s across the County. Such reduction 
reflects the on-going waste prevention efforts and 
campaigns by the Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Waste Partnership. 


The existing approach to Recycling Centre infrastruc- 
ture remains valid; namely the provision of safe, easy 
to use sites, distributed in a county-wide network to 
ensure parity of service for residents, and expanding 
provision to adequately meet the demands of County 
growth. 


The latest data for both their kerbside collections and 
County Council Recycling Centres indicates contin- 
ued excellent achievement from residents. Cam- 
bridgeshire still remains one of the very best perform- 
ing waste recycling authorities in the country. 


FLYING START FOR COUNTY COUNCIL 
APRENTICESHIP SCHEME 


A County Council apprenticeship scheme designed to 
help people into the world of work, has already 
received almost 200 applications for jobs. The 
Council introduced the scheme to help develop its 
workforce particularly in the areas of social care, 
business support and trading standards. It is hoped 
that the scheme will result in 30 apprentices in its first 
year and more training opportunities could follow in 
future. The two-year apprenticeships will include 
work-based training and college or training course 
study including work towards NVQs, technical 
certificates and key skills qualifications. The appren- 
ticeships are also a way for the County Council to 
create employment opportunities for people in a time 
of recession. 


COUNCIL BACKS BUSINESS WITH NEW 
HIGH SPEED PAYMENT ADVICE SYSTEM 


The County Council is supporting local businesses by 
helping them control their cash flow thanks to a new 
electronic payment advice system. The system uses e- 
mail to advise companies that their bills have been 
paid at the same time as the electronic payment is 
made. The high-speed service enables suppliers to 
track their income from goods and services supplied 
to the county council. The new e-mail remittance 
advice service is available to any of the thousands of 
suppliers used by the County Council. 


COUNTY COUNCIL PAYS ITS WAY AHEAD 
OF TIME 


The County Council is paying its bills ahead of target 
and its payment performance has been rated as the 
best by a county council in the country. During the last 
financial year, the Council paid 98% of undisputed 
invoices within the specified 30 days period and many 
bills were settled within days of being received by the 
authority. The authority which receives around 
500,000 invoices annually is not only the biggest 
employer in the county, but it is also a significant 
spender and puts millions of pounds into the local 
economy every year. 


CONCESSIONARY BUSES PASS HOLDERS 


I have received, in the past weeks, a number of 
questions about the revised bus timings following the 
August changes. This has affected those with conces- 
sionary fares who have a free entitlement from 9.30 
am. The daytime journeys are operated on a commer- 
cial basis, so Cambridgeshire County Council had 
little influence over the changes. However the first 
journeys for concessionary pass holders to Cambridge 
are now 09:41 (Citi 5), 09:43 (15) and 09:50 
(1A). These reach Cambridge at 10:07, 10:04 and 
10:06 respectively. 


BUSWAY HANDOVER DATE ANNOUNCED 


Busway contractors BAM Nuttall have advised 
Cambridgeshire County Council that they expect to 
hand over the track between St Ives and Cambridge at 
the end of October. This news means that, provided 
BAM Nuttall achieves this date, Cambridgeshire 
County Council will be able to open the busway 
within a month of the handover once final testing and 
trials are complete. Planning issues with the noise 
barriers at Histon are now being dealt with and all 
parties involved have committed themselves to deliver 
the northern section of the busway for this date. 


It is good news that we have reassurances from BAM 
Nuttall that they will be able to complete the work by 
the end of October. It is going to give people a 
reliable, fast and frequent service and will be the best 
way to travel. Bus operators have been informed of 
the news and have welcomed the announcement. 

The Council plans to give some members of the public 
the chance to try out a longer stretch of the busway 
before it opens. When the busway opens it will take 

just 20 minutes to travel by bus along the track from 
St Ives to the Science Park in Cambridge with buses 
gliding along at up to 60mph.

FA RESPECT PROGRAMME 
Many of vou may be. aware of this 
programme set up by The FA a year 
ago. If you have not, and are a 
regular watcher of Colts football, you 
will soon be aware of it. 

As an FA Charter Standard Club, we 
agreed to sign up to this programme 
for all our teams in trying to make 
football matches enjoyable for all 
involved. 
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On average, 7,000 referees quit 
football every year because of the 
abuse they receive from players and 
spectators 

Lots of children also stop playing 
because of the actions and attitudes 
of over-enthusiastic and pushy 
parents. The FA _ has_ therefore 
created this programme to enable 
players, referees, coaches, parents 
etc from grassroots to clite level to 
take pleasure in the game, 

Such items being 

e Spectator area - use of barriers — 
this allows coaches (and 
substitutes) of both teams to 
stand on the other side of the 
pitch thereby players receive 
instructions from just one side of 
the pitch 

Pre match welcome to be read — 
not mandatory — whilst boot 
check being undertaken by the 
referee 


e Ensure that FA Respect Code of 
Conduct has been read AND 


signed by 
mangers/assistants/coaches and 
REGULAR spectators. 


e Captains of teams to work more 
closely with the appointed referee 
to manage the game without 
being subjected to abuse. 

e Complete a match feedback sheet 


As you can see, managers now have 
even more to organise on match days 
so as a spectator do make it casy for 
them by always encouraging every 
player's effort and RESPECTING the 
officials.

The caravan's unique vehicle identification 
number and description are recorded in the Touring 
Caravan Registration Document, which is sent by 
CriS to the caravan's registered keeper. 


All caravans manufactured since August 1997 are 
electronically tagged for added _ security.

WHAT HAPPENS TO OUR RUBBISH AND 
RECYCLING? 


A new plant at Donarbon’s waste centre in Waterbeach 
has cost £40 million and will open this Autumn. From 
that point, the contents of all green and black bins 
throughout Cambridgeshire , and perhaps further afield, 
will end up here. This is because, last year, the County 
Council awarded Donarbon the contract to process our 
waste for the next 20 years. 


The contents of our green bins go there already, and 
what happens to them is relatively easy to de- 
scribe. They are emptied in a big warehouse and the 
contents shredded (it has to be inside a building, in case 
any bins are contaminated with foot and mouth dis- 
ease!). This is then composted in huge concrete-walled 
tanks — about 100 metres long, 20 wide and 4 high — 
and has to reach sixty degrees centigrade for four days 
to kill off nasty bugs. Then it is shredded again into 
small particles, and the end product is the compost that 
you could put on your garden. Many people put plastic 
bags and bottles into their green bins; this has to be 
separated out, which is not easy and time-consuming. 


What happens to the contents of black bins is much 
more complicated and sophisticated. The new 
£40million building is vast — about the area of a football 
stadium, and about three storeys high. There are 
practically no windows, as the whole building is sealed 
and air-tight so the smell and nasty gasses don’t 
escape. The sad thing about it is that most of the 
machinery inside has come from Germany and Austria 
as we, in the UK, are a long way behind our continental 
neighbours in recycling and the technology involved.

Clare then smashed an unbeaten 49 off only 23 balls, 

including 22 off one over as Bar Hill took less than nine 

overs to win. 

Pelling took three more wickets against Sawston, but 

the leaders posted a competitive 181 for 9 having been 

59 for 5. 

Stanford’s 72 and Driver’s 30 got Bar Hill within 

reach, but only Peter Howard (24) reached double 

figures as they ended just short on 173 for 9. 

Pelling took a further four wickets against Cokenach, but Bar Hill 

lost by three wickets as the visitors reached 96 for 7 having 

bowled out Bar Hill for 95. 

All of which left Bar Hill safely in upper mid-table 

going into the last two matches.

Ash Matthews chipped in with 
31 in a decent show with the bat.

The Wrinklies match sadly bit the dust due to selection 
issues — again the club wishes to apologise 
for this and promise to iron out the prob- 
lems and revive this important match next 
summer.

The Bobby Scheme is a registered charity run by The 
Shrievalty Trust. It provides a service to people aged 
65 and over aiming to prevent burglary by improving 
residents’ home security. 
= Burglary is a traumatic experience for 


- 1 \ anyone, but more so for the elderly. 


By providing quick assistance and 
reassurance to victims, the Bobby 
Scheme aims to alleviate any stress 
and worry. There are a number of 
‘Bobby’ vans and security advisers across the county 
whose job is to repair minor damage resulting from 
burglary. More importantly they improve home 
security by installing new locks, door chains, alarms 
and other security devices to both victims and potential 
victims of burglary. 

If you know someone aged 65 and over who would 
benefit from the Bobby Scheme services please contact 
the co-ordinator direct on 07866 602100. The scheme 
is a free service offered to all victims of burglary aged 
65 and over. The charity also support potential 
victims, again aged 65 and over, and offer the same 
home security service and advice — we ask for a £20 
contribution towards this service (each Bobby Scheme 
callout costs approximately £120).
